REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board would report the condition of the schools in 
Hooksett for the year ending March 1, 1890, as follows: 

The schools generally for the past year have been in a fair con- 
dition, certainly as goodas and perhaps a little better than usual, 
but some of them have not come quite up to that standard to 
which the board had every reason to expect they would at the 
beginning of the year. We find it no easy matter to procure 
competent teachers, although we think none of the schools have 
suffered from the incompetency of the teachers. Persons mak- 
ing application to teach may pass successfully the required exam- 
ination, and to all appearances possess the necessary qualifica- 
tions to make successful teachers, but when they are brought to 
a practical test in the schoolroom they fail, and the schools suf- 
fer thereby. The safest and it would seem to be the most sen- 
sible way is to retain the successful teachers as long as possible. 
We find that some of our teachers, while they exact correct 
lessons of their pupils from the text-books, are not wholly 
confined to this method of instruction, but use questions of their 
own. This certainly is very commendable. The word text-book 
indicates that the mere groundwork, and not the entire lesson is to 
be drawn therefrom. There are no better educators at the present 
time than the daily and weekly newspapers and magazines, and 
we would suggest to teachers the plan of selecting readings and 
questions concerning history, geography, and other practical 
matters from them, to be asked their pupils. We think it would 
enliven many recitations taught in our schools and contribute 
to the general intelligence fund. 

The sickness the past winter has sadly interfered with the reg- 
ular attendance in the schools, and a number of the schools have 
been obliged to close for a time on account of the sickness of 
the teachers. Aside from this we think the registers will show the 
usual punctual attendance. 

In making this report we have departed from the course here- 
tofore pursued of speaking of individual teachers and of 
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the schools that have been under their charge, as to whether the 
school has been a success or otherwise, believing that those who 
have had their children under their instruction are the best qual- 
ified to judge. There are some changes that should be made in 
our schools, and the most important one at the present time is 
one looking to the division of the village primary school; it is 
too large for the room in which it is kept. There are not sit- 
tings enough to accommodate the number of scholars that attend 
there, and it appears to the board that eighty scholars and up- 
wards are too many for one teacher to have charge of and do 
ample justice to all; and in order to secure the best results it 
will probably become necessary in the near future to divide this 
school. 

There has been quite an interest manifested on the part of a 
number of scholars in our schools the past year in elocution. This 
has been encouraged by the board, and has received much as- 
‘sistance from others. 

At the beginning of the winter term Mrs. Martha A. Gault 
kindly offered 'a prize of $5 to be awarded the best speaker 
among those who would take part in a prize speaking contest, to 
take place at the close of the term of school. Other prizes 
were offered, making three prizes in all. We trust this work, so 
well begun, will be continued from year to year, and encouraged 
by parents and teachers. ‘The sum of $1o has already been 
offered for the best speaker in a like contest next year. We 
hope that others will feel interested in the same direction, so that 
the board may be able to offer a number of prizes. 


SCHOOLHOUSE. 


At the last annual district meeting it was voted to build a new 
schoolhouse in No. 6, and the sum of $800 was appropriated 
therefor, and the school board instructed to act as a committee 
to determine the location and build the same. After a careful 
view of the sites offered by several parties and taking into con- 
sideration all the bearings upon the subject, we finally selected 
the lot where the schoolhouse has so long stood. To make the 
lot suitable in size, additional land was taken of two parties, 
Mrs. Emma Verrill and Mrs. Ellen Hardy, who kindly gave the 
land for that purpose. A substantial stone wall has been built 
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enclosing the lot, and the contract for building the house was. 
given to James G. Taggart, of Goffstown, who did the work in 
a thorough and workmanlike manner and with entire satisfaction 
to the committee. This gives to the scholars in this part of the 
district a modern and commodious schoolhouse, such as has long 
been needed there, and we feel that it will be much appreciated 
by them. Nearly all of the schoolhouses throughout the district 
have received more or less repairs the past year, and consider- 
able will require to be done the year to come. We would 
recommend a small appropriation for this purpose. 

A move has been made by some of the citizens living in the 
south part of No. 2, looking towards the building of a new 
house for their better accommodation for school purposes. 
A petition has been presented to the board requesting that an 
article be inserted in the warrant for the annual meeting, to see 
if the district will vote to build a schoolhouse in that part of the 
district. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The last legislature of the State passed an act relative to text- 
books and school supplies, which makes it obligatory upon the 
school boards to purchase, at the expense of the town, text-books 
and other supplies to be used in the public schools, said text- 
books and supplies to be loaned to the pupils free of charge, 
subject to such rules and regulations as to care and custody as 
the school board may prescribe. It will be seen that henceforth 
text-books and school supplies are to be furnished to the scholars 
at the expense of the town, will be the property of the town, and 
the pupils are to be held responsible for their careful use and 
return to the board at the end of the term. Scholars who desire 
may purchase their books of the school board at cost or what 
they are estimated to be worth at time of sale. This law came 
into effect the first of January. 

In adopting a series of text-books we have made but a few 
changes, as the most of those used have been in the schools but 
a few years and are generally well liked, and it will be a much 
less expense to the town to still retain them, as those having 
books will use them until worn out. 

We are of the opinion that this law will be beneficial to our 
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schools, for the reason that it will give us uniformity in text-books 
and correct the evil that has existed in our schools of the great 
multiplicity of classes, which evil has crept in by permitting pu- 
pils to use any kind of text-book that they might happen to have. 
In closing we would say that we cannot refrain from impress- 

ing upon the minds of the parents and citizens the value of our 
common schools. They are institutions of which we, as a people, 
should justly feel proud, in which we cannot be too deeply in- 
terested. Indifference and a mistaken economy in these matters 
will certainly cost us dear in the end.
